HENRYI — Sturdy  stalks  5-12  feet  tall,  bearing  5-15  large, 
reflexed  rich  apricot  yellow  flowers  with  light  green 
bands  in  the  centers  of  the  petals.  Plant  10  inches  deep. 
Blooms  in  July-August.  Large  bulbs:  15c  each;  $1.50 
per  dozen. 

REGALE — The  large,  trumpet-shaped,  delicately  scented 
flowers  are  ivory  white,  shaded  pink  and  tinged  with 
canary  yellow  at  the  base.  3-5  feet  tall.  Plant  8  inches 
deep.  Very  hardy.  Blooms  in  July.  Small  bulbs:  5c  each; 
50c  per  dozen.  Large  bulbs:  10c  each;  $1.00  per  dozen; 
$8.00  per  100.  Seed:  20c  per  ounce;  65c  per  one-fourth 
pound ;  $2.00  per  pound. 

TIGRINUM  SPLENDENS  —  Single  Tiger  Lily.  Bright 
orange  red  rcflexed  blossoms  spotted  black.  4-5  feet  tall. 
Plant  9  inches  deep.  Blooms  in  July-August.  Medium 
bulbs:  10c  each;  $1.00  per  dozen. 

TIGRINUM  FLORE  PLENO— Double  Tiger  Lily.  Same 

color  as  above,  except  the  flowers  are  double  and  per¬ 
haps  somewhat  more  showy.  Hardier  than  the  above. 
Large  bulbs:  15c  each;  $1.50  per  dozen. 

Lily  bulbs  will  not  be  shipped  before  March  1st  unless 
earlier  shipment  is  expressly  desired. 

TIGRIDIA  PAVONIA  —  (Mexican  Flame  Flower)—A 
showy  bulbous  plant  for  the  mixed  border.  It  should 
be  handled  the  same  as  Gladiolus.  It  grows  about  18 
inches  high  and  blooms  all  summer  and  until  frost. 
I£ach  bulb,  during  season,  produces  10-25  bright  crimson 
triangular  star-shaped  flowers  with  spotted  yellow  cups. 
Each  flower,  which  lasts  but  one  day,  is  3-6  inches 
across.  Bulbs:  10c  each;  $1.00  per  dozen.
